I'm glad Len found a TV guy who knows what he's doing. 


I try to pay my rent fixing TV's and such, and I'll tell you, 80% of my 
repairs are bad solder connections. It's a combination of poor wave 
soldering, (or tin depletion in the solder used), minimal QA inspection (if 
it works, ship it) and the stress of shipping. Heat cycling finishes the 
job over time. 


When a swift kick fixes the problem, you know you have bad connections. 
Most are obvious, but not always. If it looks iffy, resolder it. 


If you own a RCA or GE TV made in the last 5-6 years, it is very likely to 
develop problems due to bad solder connections. The problem stems from 
solder not sticking or stress cracking connections to metal shields used to 
jumper ground connections around the board. Very poor design. (the tuner 
area has the most trouble) 


BTW, a shorted voltage regulator will cause the set to shut down if the 
line voltage is high. If it is open, the picture tends to shrink or go out 
of sync if the line voltage drops. Other common problems are blown-up 
switching supplies, bad Vertical output chip, bad alum electrolitics and 
finaly random failures anywhere else. 


However, remeber that there are NO user sevicable parts in your consumer 
electronics and all repairs MUST be refered to a qualified repair center. 
(or buy a new one, which is REALLY what xthey*x want you to do.)

I've had a number of responses about lost e-mail similar to mine. 
Here's what you do, if you're using Netscape Navigator: 
Quit Netscape and log off your ISP. 


In Windows Explorer, go to Netscape Navigator Mail and rename Inbox to 
Inbox.txt. Rename Inbox.snm to Inbox.old. 


Now you can open Inbox.txt in any text editor. Look for an invalid date 
in one of the messages. You can either delete that message or change 
the date to a current date. (The date shown will be _really_ old, or 
may even be a future date) 


Save the file as OLDBOX. Restart Netscape Navigator. Your inbox will 
be rebuilt, and you will see a new folder called oldbox. You should be 
able to read mail in that folder.

Steve "Melt Solder" is 100% correct... Another example of bad solder... 


Many moons ago I worked for a very-high-end audiofile equipment manufacture. 
My job was to do final assembly of their handmade stereo equipment: cassette 
tape machines, speakers, etc. This was their top-of-the-line stuff. Everything 
was done by hand. 


You would *xNOTx believe the number of boards I just out-and-out rejected. 
You would assume that they would hire "top-of-the-line" techs to hand make 
their top-of-the-line hand-made equipment. Not so, some of them were fresh 
out of tech school and were not bad, most thought a soldering could also 
double as a knitting tool. 


Anyway, I only worked there a few months, and then gave up. The company still 
makes (near) audiofile equipment, but certainly not handmade stuff anymore. 


OBQRP: I see Chuck has also discovered that 17 meters has been pretty wide 
open these days. Last week I reported that there was an over the 
pole opening from New England to Japan for a few days. Today, 
(Thursday, in the USA) 17 was again open to Japan, but NOT over the 
pole. I heard every US call area except W6 working JA's on 17 meters 
and the JA's had SOLID 579 signals here in MA. 


Only problem: The window from JA to New England closes (tight) at 
2200z. Likewise the rest of the USA to N.E. also closes up, so I 
have no idea if any other stations are still working JA after 2200z. 
Also note: There has been a South Korea station lurking on the low 
end of 30 meters around 2100-2200 ... give a listen, you might be 


able to work him... I have not been lucky enough yet.

This is an insight into solder problems rather than just TV repair. 
At NASA-JSC where I used to work as a Reliability/Quality Assurance Engineer, 
we were faced with "cold" solder joints coping up in various pieces of 
hardware. This was , to say the least, intolerable. Why were joints 
becoming unstable... what we found was, that components with some amount 
of weight, would pull against a solder joint until it failed. We in the 
Reliability department researched the problem. The research revealed 
that the British had known about solder joints for almost a hundred years. 
Their Milk cans would begin to leak at the solder joint. Metal experts 
found that solder has a very poor creep strength. The result caused 
a revision in all soldering. It was mandatory that there must be a "good" 
mechanical connection between the part and the joint. Where the commercial 
problem lies in in the mechanized population of parts on the boards and 
wave soldering them. The mechanical insertion does NOT form any mechanical 
connection to speak of between the component and the pad. 

Sorry about the bandwidth, but I think that anyone who is going to 
build a piece of hardware should take care to try and make a mechanical 
connection before applying the solder. ‘nuff said Amen

Well one could argue if this was great quality control or not. In my book 
this should never have happened. However, I have seen the same thing on a 
Hallicrafters SX-115 that I bought a few years back. The notch was 


intermittant and what was the problem? A tube pin that had never seen 
solder. 

Now what is great quality control and how is this type of problem prevented? 
When I worked for Defense Electronics Inc. years ago I never remember having 
an unsoldered joint on any receiver I worked on. How did they prevent this? 
I'll tell you how. When a unit came off the assembly line the line inspector 
looked at EVERY solder joint and with a RED MARKER he RED DOTTED each solder 
joint. If one was missed it really stood out and if he would try to dot one 
with no solder there was no area to take the RED DOT so in effect it 
couldn't be RED DOTTED if it wasn't soldered.

The pole is made of fiberglass in 10 sections. The base section is about 2 
inches in diameter, and each section after that tapers down in size. The 
tip is only about an 1/8 inch in diameter. Most setups that I have seen 
attach a dipole at about the 9 meter point which is about 3/8 of an inch in 
diameter. As to the strength, mine has survived several falls but I don't 
leave it up in high winds. I have seen Herr Spieth attach 2 and 3 element 
(light weight) beams for 2M and 70cm and they stayed up thru out a hamfest, 
even in brisk winds. However, they did wave around alot!!

Perhaps prospective buyer would want to read what I found about these 
poles on the Web. A Spieth pole was apparently used on a Heard Island 
Expedition with not so great success.

Chris & the group. I'll put my two-cents in here. Just a quick note 
of where I'm coming from. I've worked with NiCds professionally for 
Gardner Labs back in the late 70's and have kept track of batteries 
ever Since. Tho' not nearly as in depth as someone in the field. 


So, that said, I'll state a NiCd axiom, which probably holds true for 
NiMH as well. You can not make a good pack from two or more dead 
ones. This is because the cells in all packs are pre-selected to 
have matching charge/discharge characteristics (CDCs). For the 
"cheap" packs we buy for our radios and computers the match is not 
great, which is why they are only stated to last 100 to 200 cycles. 


Since they are "matched" and since the "good" cells come from 
different packs, the basic conclusion is that the new combined pack 
will be made up of cells with different CDCs and thus will fail 
quickly. 


I will end with the statement that I have tried the same thing on 
numerous occasions and found that the only way to make it work was 

to charge each sub-pack or even cell individually. Since I don't 

have the time to waste on such an endeavor I've stopped trying to make 
these types of silk purses out of the leftover sows ears. 


Sorry for the bucket of cold water. Good-luck with it and if it 
turns out better than my NiCd experiences please let me know! Last a 
word of advice, mark the cells so you know which go together, just in 
case you have to resort to charging each set separately.

The response to my query about a Surface Mount Pixie II kit has been 
surprisingly good. Apparantly there are a lot of would-be surface mounters 
out there. I'd better give you some more information. 


The beta version of the board has been designed and in the next few weeks 
we will build and test 4 or 5 Pixies. We must order some parts, so it will 
take a little while. Please have patience. This will be the first offering 
from the Knightlites, and we want to do it well. (we have others under 
consideration) 


As it stands now, the first version has been built and tested. If you 
checked into the Knightlite net last Sunday, you may have heard it. 


The board size is 1.7" X .875". (about the size of two quarters, side by 
side) This is the Pixie with the W1FB mods. (not the audio filter) It 
will be a fairly simple, inexpensive, small parts count SM project. 


I'd guess it will be ready near the first of the year. 
This version will be for 80 Meters. 


We are considering the possibility of offering a companion board which will 
accomodate a TIck/K1EL keyer, thus making sidetone and keyer an optional 
part of the package. (still small enough to fit in a 9V battery case) 


We plan to include comprehensive instructions: (1) for the rig, (2) fora 
simple holding device which will assist assembly, (3) general 
recommendations for handling SM devices, and, (4) some spare parts for 
practice soldering.

David: 


I have an original QRP+ that went through the board upgrade, making it 
the same as a new ++, so I hope my comments will be of some use to 
you. 


In general, I like the little rig. I take it with me on vacation 
trips because it is small, and packs a lot of capability in a small 
box. 


At home, I use it for ragchewing if conditions are decent, because I 
really like the QSK in it. 


Selectivity isn't all it's cracked up to be, however. The SCAF does a 
decent job, but not outstanding. I almost always have my Timewave 
DSP59+ at least on line, if not actually working with a narrow filter 
setting. Sometimes I just use the DSP59+ for noise reduction if no 
serious QRM needs filtering. 


The AGC sucks, to be blunt. I have added an RF (really IF) gain 
control which gives me much more control over the receiver performance 
on cw. 


A number of mods for the + and ++ have been written up by Larry, 
WLHUE/7. I£ you are comfortable going inside the rig, they might make 
it more attractive for you. 


One thing I've done which gives me some flexibility is to open up the 
audio chain. I removed a coupling capacitor between the product 
detector and the first AF amplifier, and replaced it with two coupling 
caps twice the size. I then brought these out of the rig on RG174 
coax as shielded wire so I can insert audio filtering of my choice, 
even before the SCAF. It does help, sometimes even a lot. 


Before recommending or condemning the ++, I'd want to know more about 
what your desires in a QRP rig are. For example, I don't use the ssb 
aspects of the ++, so that's a waste for me. If you don't plan to use 
the ssb features either, a cw only rig would make more sense. I think 
that just about points you at a kit or homebrew approach. I don't 
think there is much out there in a manufactured multiband cw only 
transceiver product. At least I don't recall any. Others may have 
more info on that. 


Your inquiry is not uncommon, but I need more information before I'll 
be comfortable pointing you to something specific.
